PURPOSE:To form a high pressure discharge 
lamp for obtaining the radiation of the near- 
infrared region by arranging a luminous tube in 
an outer tube and forming the outer tube with a 
filter material that removes the visible region 
from the light beams radiated from the 
luminous tube. CONSTITUTIONS high 
pressure discharge lamp is formed by 
arranging in an outer tube 2 a luminous tube 1 
made of quartz that is provided with a pair of 
electrodes 3 and encloses a preset quantity of 
Ar and Hg and cesium iodide and forming the 
outer tube 2 with a filter glass whose optical 
transmission factor for the visible region is 
substantially zero and whole optical 
transmission factor for the near-infrared light is 
high. In addition, a crime preventive monitor 
and a visitor recognition unit are formed by 
combining it with a photographing device such 
as a video camera that has the sensitivity in 
the near-infrared region. As a result, an image 
can be obtained without making a 
photographed person aware of the fact that he 
is illuminated and photographed. 
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
